Upland received the third high- 
est amount of tax revenue in the 
December distribution of taxes 
of all the West End cities, County 
government received $548,865, 
Ontario led the West End cities 
with $155,076 compared with

and $41,297 for Chino, 

John W, Lynch, chairman of 
the state board of equalization, 
announced that in the December 
distribution of the one quarter 
one percent sales and use tax 
for payment to county local trans- 
portation funds, San Bernardino 
County received $552,236, A to- 
tal $80 million was distributed 
in the December program, This 
includes $50,3 million for cities 
$10.4 million for counties and

The current five percent sales 
tax will be increased to six per- 
cent in June as a result of the new 
tax reform bill passed by the ieg- 
islature, Lynch saidthe increase 
will not result in more revenue 
for cities and counties because 
the additional money is earmark- 
ed for the state,

According to Donald M, Tho- 
mas, air pollution control of- 
ficer for San Bernardino county, 
also known as ‘‘Mr. Smog of San 
Bernardino County,’’ Upland will 
have a smog monitoring station 
within the next couple months, 

Gerry Brown, a technician for 
APCD, reported that technical 
equipment is being hooked up 
now in the Recreation Hall build- 
ing (old fire station) located at 
155 E, “‘D’’ St., Upland, The air- 
monitoring stations in Chino and 
Ontario are being deactivated and 
Upland’s new station will provide 
situation reports to all of the 
West End of the county. 

Brown explained that the read- 
ings from the Upland monitoring 
station will be automatically 
transmitted by telemeter system 
to the district office in San Ber- 
nardino where the data will be 
analyzed and timely situation re- 
ports will be given to all areas 
within the county. When the sta- 
tion’s operating fully, Upland will 
also have an automatic answering 
system whereby daily smog pre- 
dictions will be given by dialing 
a certain phone number, 

When asked when a smog moni- 
toring station would be installed 
in the foothills north of Upland, 
Thomas replied that data gath-

controlled emissions than sta- 
tionary sources, Thomas said 
68.3 percent of mobile pollut- 
ants in the county are uncone 
trolled while 5.3 percent of sta- 
tionary sources are uncontrolled, 
He went on to say that California 
pioneered in air pollution control 
standards of air quality. The fed- 
eral government established air 
quality standards in 1970, The 
monitoring stations were set up 
to give information on air quality 
standards. During 148 days ofthe 
year the state exceeded the stand- 
ard oxidant level, Thomas said 
the federal government must de- 
termine how standards must be 
achieved by 1975. These mea- 
sures could include gasoline ra- 
tioning and other rigid .neasures, 

A proposed revision in the 
smog warning and alert and ac~ 
tion levels is being discussed 
currently. It was previously set 
at .35 parts per million of ozone, 
In Riverside County the level is 
27 ppm, 

The county APCD is trying to 
determine by long term studies 
the true air mass distribution of 
pollutants north and south into 
the county, Thomas said approxi- 
mately 25 percent of San Ber- 
nardino county’s smog problem 
comes from the west,

Completion of the Civic Center 
project won top priority in the 
city 8 list of projects to receive 
federal revenue sharing monoy 
when the Upland City Counei 
met recently as @ Finance and 
Budget committee to consider 
how funds would be apent, 

A plan calling for Upland to uae 
68 percent of ita 1972 federal 
revenue sharing money ($113,- 
700 of $166,700) for development 
of the civic center, and a aiml- 
lar Sum next year, was approved 
with strong objectiona@ by Coun- 
cilman Harold, Ballin, The come 
mittee approved the planned ex- 
penditures for the remainder of 
this year on a 3-1 vote (Coun+ 
cilman George Gibson waa ab- 
sent) and accepted City Manager 
Elwin ‘Pinky’ Alder’s five-year 
plan for revenue sharing funds 
as a guideline, The only stipu- 
lation on the decision was that 
the appropriations for the civic 
center will be @ubject to the 
recommendation of the Mayor's 
Advisory Committee, 

Of the remaining money, $36,- 
800 will go to purchase a tree 
trimming tower truck and equip- 
ment plus $16,200 for labor to 
operate the equipment, In 1973 
$112,300 will go for conatruction 
of the civic center while $10,000 
is slated for relocating the police 
dispatch room and redesigning 
that building’s electrical ayatem, 
$1,400 for equipment for the 
city’s new recreation building 
and $43,000 to add five elements 
to the city’s general plan, (If 
the council decides againat the 
added general plan elementa, 
the money would go to the civic 
center project.) 

* total of $833,000 includes

A joint powers authority was 
created, together with the Cities 
of Claremont and Montclair, to 
provide recreation area and fa- 
cilities to serve the Arbol Verde 
sector of the three cities, A park 
site was made available, ona 10- 
year lease, by Claremont Col- 
leges, Through contributions 
of the three cities, a park has 
been developed on this property 
with play equipment and space 
for athletic endeavors, 

Ten acres of citrus groves 
which are future park sites in 
the City were acquired at no 
cost to the citizens through an 
exchange of property withthe San 
Antonio Community Hospital, 
Some years ago a lease agree- 
:mated with 














Improvements were made in 
San Antonio Park to serve the 
increasing Little League base- 
ball activities, A new snack 
bar and restrooms were built 
by the Foothill Little League, 

Recreation facilities in the City 
were augmented during the year 
by installation of a private ten- 
nis club on the north side of 15th 
Street east of Benson Avenue, 
The club fits well with the Gen- 
eral Plan for that area as it ex- 
tends the existing “‘green belt’’ 
northerly, A large privately 
owned miniature golf course was 
opened for use in mid-1972, Two 
outdoor and one indoor courses 
are available at the site, 

Additional sources of revenue 
have been made available to the 
City through Revenue Sharing 
by the Federal Government and 
sales tax on gasoline, These 
two sources have the effect of 
reducing future burdens on prop- 
erty taxpayers, The City re- 
ceived the first increment of Rev- 
enue Sharing within the closing 
days of 1971, Plans for bene- 
ficial use of the first year’s 
“‘shared revenue’ have been ap- 
proved by the City Council, 

A significant amount of action 
was taken during 1972 attempting 
to mitigate the problem of heavy 
truck use of Euclid Avenue, Ale 















are continuing in operation un- 
til development of the Civic Cen- 
ter, 

Improvements have been in- 
stalled in certain parts of the 
City through cooperative ven- 
tures of property owners and the 
City, One such project has been 
improvement of Chaffee and 
Bowen Streets in the southeast 
quadrant of the City with the pav- 
ing of curbs and gutters, side- 
walks and street trees, The im- 
provements aid in controlling 
storm water, in improving the 
appearance of the street, in saf- 
ety of pedestrians, and permit 
the street to be swept by City 
street sweepers, 

The Metropolitan Water Dis- 
trict invaded Upland during the 
year to place a giant pipe-line 
through the City - mostly on 
18th Street, This pipe-line is
